pastures. Half the land is in farms 

and ranches and 95 percent of it is 
grazed rather than grained. About as 
big as Colorado, the population of the 
progressive commonwealth runs a mil- 
lion and a half people, before the war 
anyhow. But there are 20 sheep on 
those islands for every person. The 
economy of that dominion is an ovine 
economy, and no mistake. 

The discovery of gold on South Is- 
land in 1860 brought lots of immigrants. 
But the discovery of James Little, a 
Scottish boy who answered an 
ad in a farm paper for shep- 
herd on the Dr. Webster & 
Aiken spread, was vastly more 
important to the wealth an 
prosperity of the nation for the 
next hundred years. Dr. Web- 
ster himself came from the Scottish 
Border, a place of hills-and-valleys 
which they called “Corriedale.” That 
beloved home-name the good doctor 
took to New Zealand and applied to his 
ranch in North Otago. 

When Jamie Little arrived he had 
with him 9 Lincoln rams and 22 Lin- 
coln ewes— longwools capable of grow- 
ing a hefty leg-o’-mutton and putting a 
meaty back on any sheep. But he found 
only hardy little finewools all over the 
place, and doing exceeding well on the 
native herbage. These Merinos, some 
of which sprang from Ohio and Ver- 


Nie ZEALAND is a dominion of 


mont importations, furnished a great 
staple crop of wool alright, but the 


doughty Britishers were asking for 
thick mutton chops and toothsome 
lamb carcasses too from the dominion. 
Could they be crossed? Could a man 
breed a dual-purpose sheep? 

Dr. Webster died, and the estate 
was sold along with the crossbred Lin- 
coln-Merinos that James Little had 
started. Being Scotch he had saved a 
little money; he bought a place at North 
Canterbury, moved there and started all 
over again to cross Lincolns and Me- 
then line-breed the crosses. So 
well did he breed a Lincoln carcass 
under that fine-wool fleece that the 
Londoners flocked to Smithfield mar- 
ket wanting more of his “Canterbury 
Lamb”—a new trade name in livestock 
production. How closely he culled you 
may know when I tell you that from the 
progeny of 4,000 ewes he kept 20 ram

Little wrote: “After I had got 
or three crosses of inbreeding for 
two years I entered them at the Christ- 
church Show as inbred halfbreds, or 
Corriedales.

When I was in the ag. college at Ohio 
State University my genetics teacher and 
coach for the International judging team 
was Prop. F.R. MARSHALL. No more 
brilliant instructor in animal husbandry 
ever lived than the sage of Pomona. 
Next thing I knew Fred Marshall had 
gone to the Bureau of Animal Industry 
as head sheepman. Even as a student I

had gleaned that he wanted a new dual- 
purpose sheep for the cornbelt. First 
crack out of the box the Nat'l Wool 
Growers’ Ass’n, of which Prof. Mar- 
shall was afterwards for long years the 
accomplished secretary, asked Uncle 
Sam to appoint a committee to go to 
New Zealand and import the best dual- 
purpose sheep they could find. They 
got the money by special act of Con- 
gress. The Secretary of Agriculture 
named FRANK S. KING, to go with Prof. 
Marshall. They were back by Christ- 
mas 1914, with 65 ewes and 10 rams— 
Corriedales, with “U.S.A.” in 
their ear tags. These sheep 
were taken to the King Ranch; 
that was before the U.S. Sheep 
Station was started at Dubois, 
Idaho. King Bros. owned a 
few of that very first importa- 
tion and the next year brought in 35 
more of the sheep which James Little 
and his successors, in New Zealand and 
Australia, had been a half-century cull- 
ing, refining, fixing the type. 

So enamoured of the dual-purpose 
type was Frank S. King that he sold the 
Laramie property to-his brothers, organ- 
ized the Wyoming Corriedale Company 
and moved down to Cheyenne, where 
he started the American Corriedale As- 
sociation, he and Mrs. King doing the 
actual recording. Frank King died in 
1933 and was succeeded in his great 
work by his son Arthur. 

ART KING has carried the torch so 
faithfully that at the All-American this 
year he had the champion ewe and ram 
and won the cup for outstanding Amer- 
ican breeder awarded by the New Zea- 
land Corriedale Society. His Corriedale 
Ranch today consists of 10,000 acres, 
plus the forest permit for summer range. 
It was in 1917 that Frank King gave his 
son the imported ewe called Land of 
Song. Thirty years later Art gave his 
son Jerry, just entering the University 
of Wyoming, an interest in the flock 
and together they made a clean sweep 
of the International wool show in Chi- 
cago. If the author of that ditty “How 
You Gonna Keep ’Em Down on the 
Farm” really wants to know, this is it: 
Give ’em Corriedale ewes! As you study 
this business of flock improvement you 
are constantly impressed that it is a 
family enterprise. 

@ While we are out here in the golden 
west, I wondér if we could find out 
how these Corriedales do on a farm, as 
contrasted to these ranches as big as all 
hell-’n-gone. Yes, sir, on a 400-acre farm 
on Baker Creek, near McMinnville, Ore., 
lives Harry LEVER, president of the 
state Corriedale association. He keeps 
200 ewes and says they’re for the farm- 
ers who want to raise early market 
lambs. Harry started 10 years ago with 
20 yearling ewes that cost him $20 
apiece and a King ram. Also he bought 
100 aged ewes at $6 each, and sent to 
the U.S. Sheep Station at Dubois for a 
ram. He sells a few rams to farmers 
for use on their grade flocks, and the 
rest go on the Portland market as 
lambs. One of his boys, a G.I. who grad- 
uated from Cal. Tech last year, likes 
Corriedales and is starting a flock of his 
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own. Dan is still in high school and 
prefers the Herefords. Well, we'll watch 
and see if there’s a war between the 
white-faced cattle and the white-faced 
sheep on Hills-of-Home Farm. 

Now I want to take you clear back to 
Nebraska, to Lodgepole, in the South 
Platte country, to see if we can get some 
facts and figures on why we should keep 
more sheep, or even why cattlemen 
should keep sheep. LEMOYNE JOHNSON 
is a breeder of purebred Corriedales and 
he says as acreage limitations go into 
effect on wheat, corn, cotton, soybeans, 
etc., you’re going to have more grass 
and so will have to choose between cat- 
tle and sheep. 

In 1948, his 80 ewes produced 104 
lambs weighing a total of 7,280 Ibs. 
This, figured at the market price of 
23c would set their value at $1,674.40. 
In addition, the 80 ewes produced an 
average of 15 Ibs. of wool apiece for 
a total of 1,200. Wool brought 40c a 
Ib., or a tidy sum of $480. Altogether,

55 A. of corn, 
25 A. oats, 20 A. brome-alfalfa hay. The 
rest of the 160 is in pasture for the hogs 
and sheep. They raise 400 to 600 mar- 
ket shotes a year in those Quonset hog 
houses out there. (But we didn’t come 
here for a hog story, this time.) 

Ken and Ruth bought their first Cor- 
riedales in 1944. Next year they secured 
all the yearling ewe crop, 145 hoggets, 
from the Polo Ranch in Wyoming. 
(Wish I had time to tell you the amaz- 
ing story of Malcolm Moncrieffe, a 
Scottish lord’s son no less who came out 
to Big Horn, Wyo., took on Corriedales 
and —.) Next year they built that 
24x96 half-Quonset sheep house for 
$2,000. They can divide it up inside, 
by moving the hayracks around, into 4 
pens, each holding 20 ewes and their 
lambs. Today Ken & Ruth maintain a 
flock of 85 registered ewes and carry 
over 25 ram lambs and 30 ewe lambs. 
Here’s why: The sheep fit in, enabling 
them to use to good advantage the 
roughage as is necessary if one is to 
have a sound land-use program. The 
corn is practically all fed to hogs, plus 
all they can buy. Most of the oats 
and hay are fed to the sheep. These 
smart farm managers say sheep provide 
an additional source of income rather 
than keeping you dependent on just 
one product to market. 

Over into Lllinois and down into 
Douglas County we find on R.R. 3 near 
Arcola a typical cornbelt farm- firm, 
C.W. DILLINER & SON, with 75 Corrie- 
dale ewes, a little flock of Suffolks, a 
herd of Angus, on 240 acres of that rich 
Prairie. Mr. Dilliner is doing one of the 
most interesting things you ever heard 
of—fall lambing. He showed me a pic- 
ture of Miss Norma Jean Standish, a 


4-H girl, taking home a husky Corrie- 
dale lamb that was born the last day of 
September. The picture was taken on 
Nov. llth. These fall-dropped lambs 
hit Chicago when the spring lamb mar- 
ket opened at 40c, that’s why. And Mr. 
Dilliner says this is a breed that you can 
do fall-lambing with, which leads me 
to wonder why many sheep-farmers can- 
not produce two crops of lambs a year 
instead of one, or at least three crops 
in two years.

HE GROUND being so saturated that 

field work was impossible, I took in 
the big Otco Farm Holstein dispersal, at 
Strongsville, Ohio. And there I found ma- 
terial for a little sermon on purebreds. 

It's common to hear criticism of a pure- 
bred sale, to the effect that there is a lot 
of “back scratching’ among the buyers. 
You buy mine today, and I'll buy at your 
sale next month. When any animal brings 
a big price, there's always suspicion that it 
wasn't actually a sale, or that a deal was 
made before hand. 

The Orco sale should be an answer to 
some of those gossipers. It was a good 
sale with high prices throughout. People 
didn’t seem to know that milk prices were 
going down, they went on and paid an 
average of $802 for 165 head. And no- 
body could profit from this sale except 
Uncle Sam's internal revenue department. 
The herd was sold because of bankruptcy 
proceedings, brought about because owner 
Lester Butzman forgot a little item of 
$3,000,000 income tax during the war. 

The buyers were after breeding stock, 
and they were willing to pay for it. There's 
another lesson in that connection—this one 
for owners of purebred herds, who don't 
do enough advertising in Breeder's Gazette. 
The Otco herd had popular breeding, and 
some good records, but the world knew 
about it through an advertising and pub- 
licity campaign. 

@ Speaking of income tax, I've been 
invited to the local post office for an inter- 
view with one of Uncle Sam's boys. I don't 
know just what they have in mind, bur I 
suspect it concerns the way I reported sale 
of purebred livestock. I was advised that 
it could be counted as a sale of capital as- 
sets, and figured at 50%, I did it that way 

‘47 and ‘48. Then last year I ran across 
several fellows who had done the same 
thing, and had to pay up. So in 1949, I 
counted the full amount. Since then I've 
learned that the collecting office where 
mine goes, still permits the 50°. Any- 
way, I'm sure I'm not $3 million behind. 

One thing the soil conservation boys 

haven't been able to sell me on yet, is 
hedgerow fences made from miulti-flora 
rose. It’s supposed to be a self-sustaining 
fence, never spreading, and a thing of 
beauty. But I don’t know. A fence 8 feet 
wide takes up a heck of a lot of room. 
And it’s also 8 feet high—and if a cow 
can't get through it, probably a man 
couldn't. More than that, you couldn't see 
through it, and I like to be able to see 
across the farm as I go about my work. 
You have to build a fence anyway, for 
some three years while the rose gets started 
Now, is there anybody that can tell me that 
I'm wrong?

BETTER FEMALES 
Cost But Little More 


T THE Iowa Beef Producers’ 3rd an- 

nual field day in Des Moines on the 
state fairgrounds, the first thing those 
Hawkeye stockmen did was to compare and 
discuss one good bull, one medium bull 
and one scrub bull of each breed. Many 
cornbelt farmers, for the first time turning 
to the cow-and-calf enterprise, need to 
place high value upon the influence of a 
breeding bull—one that will sire uniform 
calves which make good weights at wean- 
ing time. Following the bull study, three 
heifers of the three grades were shown. 
To the man building a herd it was pointed 
out that the initial cost of starting with top 
females is not a great deal more than hav- 
ing average cows. Uniform breeding is 
very necessary to enable a sire to get a uni- 
form crop. Next were shown the various 
grades of feeder and fat cattle on the hoof 
and dressed beef on the rail. 

Prof. Claude Harper, Indiana, remarked 
that it is time to revaluate pastures and 
cheap roughage. Steers on alfalfa-brome- 
timothy have made 686 Ibs. gain per 
acre without concentrates of any kind. This 
compared with 188 Ibs. from bluegrass 
pasture. Such records were made on good 
land and the returns per acre approached 
that of any grain crop. He also cited a 
roughage experiment which revealed that 
corn silage was of greater value than ever 
realized. Nearly one ton of beef per acre 
of corn, when fed from the silo, was pro- 
duced. Where corncobs are in excess they, 
too, can be utilized as a roughage. 

A North Dakota rancher was the last 
speaker. Ray Schnell told how the rancher 
must market a large per cent of his calf

if only he got his back scratched. 

Next weigh-in came Dec. 1 at 575 Ibs. 
On the 27th he scaled 637 Ibs-—a good 
gain on a steady increase of same ration. 

An unusually severe winter cut outdoor 
exercise so Surprise made his own. Clever 
at opening gates, I found him quite 
chummy with his pal next door or quiet- 
ly getting an extra nip from maw. By 
March 12 he tipped the balances at 790 
Ibs. During the winter he had a few 
minor digestive upsets which a good dose 
of oil cleared up. He didn’t gain quite so 
much but held fairly steady. 

All this time he submitted to the brush 
and comb daily. I'd brush him and he'd 
brush me with his tongue. I watched his 
feet closely; he just had to stand squarely. 

In the early spring I took his nurse 
away and increased his Calf Manna.

(From page 8) age he was lending a 
hand in the showring to a Wis. Corrie- 
dale breeder, and the sheep themselves 
won him over. He put in a bunch of 
western feeding lambs every fall, so 
when a city man with a big farm and a 
purple-bred flock of Corriedales decided 
to sell out in 1942 Mr. Dilliner bought 
himself in. This is a father-and-son com- 
bination I want you to know; the boy 
was badly hurt at Iwo Jima, but after 
16 months in government hospitals is 
back home now and a partner of his dad 
in everything. 

@ Now let’s try Michigan. Just before 
we get to the agricultural college we 
find the firm of MIKESELL & MAY on 
40 acres only, but intensive grassland 
farmers who use sheep to convert the 
green grass into rich red meat and soft 
white wool. Last spring 56 Corriedale 
ewes had 66 lambs, and kept in their 
flock 27 ewe lambs and 43 old ewes. 
They keep a record of production on 
every ewe. Starting 8 years ago by using 
a Corriedale ram on grade ewes, they 
gradually worked into purebreds, pay- 
ing, oh, $25 for ewe lambs but $100 
for a breeding ewe, and always culling 
hard. This Edna Baker herd sire is 7 
years old, but look at that back and 
heart; he weighs 275 Ibs. today and 
sheared 18 Ibs. of bold quarter-blood 
last time. 

We'll reserve Ohio, the biggest Cor- 
riedale state today, as it was headquar- 
ters for Delaines and all breeds of pure- 
bred sheep yesterday, and scoot over 
into Pennsylvania where at New Brigh- 
ton or Beaver Falls (I never can be sure 
just where I am at over here around 
Pittsburgh), we'll find another 40-acre 
sheep farm. But Lowry SMITH leases 
another 40 to get enough pasture for all 
the sheep he likes to keep. Three breeds 
of registered sheep, but he'll quickly 
tell you he specializes mostly in Corrie- 
dales, and that Mrs. Smith has the Che- 
Here is another epic of the un- 
daunted farm spirit. Lowry Smith, the 
master of Brush Creek Valley Sheep 
Farm, started breeding sheep 30 years 
ago. In a farm accident he got his back 
broken, but regained partial use of his 
legs. He went back into sheep breeding 
4 years ago, and last winter had the 
champion ewe and ram at the Pennsyl- 
vania Farm Show. 

Looks like I’m getting set on showing 
you that the dual-purpose Corriedales 
are O.K. on the little farm as they are 
on the big ranch. Come with me down 
to Bardstown, Ky. After you take a look 
at “My Old Kentucky Home,” where 
Stephen Foster sat in the bright sun, 
we'll go out R.R. No 2 and call at the 
52-acre home of Mr. and Mrs. A.W. 
WELLS. Ten years ago Mr. Wells had 
never owned nor lived on a farm. Until 
1941 he had never seen a sheep except 
from a distance. But one day he went 
to visit a friend on a big farm with a 
large band of commercial sheep. Being 
of lively mind, Mr. Wells got interested 
in a Corriedale circular that his friend 
had on his desk, and determined then 
and there that he'd have some Carri- 
dales if he had some sheep if he had 
some land to put them on 

So he and Mrs. Wells in July, 1940 
invested in 52 acres of sassafras, briers, 
persimmon saplings and jimpson weeds 
—as sorry a piece of property as existed 


viots! 


this side of the Badlands. Tenants had 
mined it, the house had burned down, 
the only building, an old log barn of 
the Dan’l Boone era had given up the 
struggle and caved in. But the Wellses 
grubbed and hacked their way to a 
likely location and started to build a 
new sheep barn, after plans of the 
USDA, no less—only these plans must 
have got mixed up with those of the 
Pentagon. Oh, the epic of “Wellsdale” 
would make a better seller than “Mr. 
Blandings Builds a Dream House,” but 
I can’t put it all down here. 

They bought 25 grade Corriedale ewes 
and a registered ram to start with 9 
years ago. They kept the better ewe 
lambs and five years ago went all out 
for two registered ewes. Then the lambs 
went to market and the registered ewes 
were kept for breeding, until today Mr. 
and Mrs. Wells have a beautiful band 
of purebred Corriedale ewes that aver- 
age 13 lbs. of wool and market-topping 
lambs which come easily at birth be- 
cause of their light heads and then are 
so quiet of disposition that it is a joy 
to handle them. You should see that 
old abandoned jungle today! It’s all in 
orchard grass, fescue, bluegrass, brome, 
red top, korean lespedeza, ladino, alfalfa, 
and sweet clover. Also a trial run of 
what Mr. Wells calls Tennessee Button 
Clover and re-seeded crimson clover. 


@ Now let's hurry on up into Ohio 
and not stop until we get to JAP 
W£ALKER’S place near Gambier, the seat 
also of Kenyon College. Yes, this is 
the same J.E. Walk- 
er who writes for 
the sheep papers, and 
once in a while we

are lucky enough to get him in 
Breeder’s Gazette. Last month I had him 
and one of his new-shorn Corriedales in 
“Country Gentleman,” a story on dog 
control. They have 383 acres—40 A. in 
cauliflower, 60 A. in orchard, 10 A. in 
brussel sprouts, of all things. How they 
ever find enough people to eat 1600 
square rods of brussel sprouts is beyond 
me, but 35 A. of cabbage I can under- 
stand; show sheep like cabbage. 

In one of the little books that I 
prize most on the shelves back of me is 
“Breeds of Sheep” by J.F. Walker. It

(From page 14) that Jap almost says you 
can classify all breeds of sheep as the 
Merino type, the Southdown type, and 
the Leicester (long-wool) type. Starting 
in 1907, he has had them all, trying his 
first Corriedales in 1927 when he went 
‘round the world and came back with 
31 ewes and a ram lamb from the Lit- 
tle flock. Those 32 sheep cost $6000, I 
happen to know. In those days there 
was no market for Corriedale rams, so 
Mr. Walker would induce one of his 
sheep-keeping friends, who are legion, 
to take a ram, try him out and if sat- 
isfied pay what they felt his services 
were worth. If not satisfactory, Wood- 
bine would take the lamb crop and pay 
any loss the breeder might have suf- 
fered. No ram was returned; no dissat- 
isfied user ever applied for recompense. 

At the fairs of course the old-line 
sheepmen have always been leary about

“new breeds,” and they were about 
Corriedales. For two years the Walkers 
showed for pen room. In 1930 the Ohio 
State Fair put up $100 and recognized 
Corriedales. Today they are second in 
numbers in the lineup at the nation’s 
greatest show of purebred sheep. 

The Ohio branch of the McBRIDE & 
SWENSEN flock is down the road to- 
ward Harpster. H.E. McBride fed a car- 
load of grade Corriedale lambs back in 
the °30’s on this Ohio farm and they 
handled better and fed out better’n any 
he ever had. In 1939 he bought 6 regis- 
tered Corriedale lambs for $125, then 
10 yearling ewes for $500. The most he 
ever paid for a ewe was $302.50, so 
you can see his policy. When the Mon- 
crieffe flock was dispersed, shepherd 
Frank Swensen joined up with Mr. Mc- 
Bride and they bought several hundred 
of the Polo Ranch Corriedales. Frank 
went to Ohio (Please turn to page 21)

Previ 
ously, farmers pledged a sufficient amount 
of acreage to the production of corm, oats, 
seeds such as clover, 
wild winter peas to 
assure the elevator’s operation. 8,000 
more than 12,000 obtained 


soybeans and small 
lespedeza, vetch, and 
acres 
were sought; 

Stock sales were completed three days 
after the Co-op’s decision to build the ele 
vator. Callable shares of 6°% preferred 
stock of $20 par value were offered to 
farmers agreeing to plant 4 or more acres 
to elevator crops. A limit of $5 per acre 
was placed on sales with an unofficial 
ceiling of $500. Producers, aided by busi 
ness men, over-subscribed $20,000. A di 
rect grant from the Miss. Marketing Com- 
mission of $15,000 and a 4% bank loan 
of $40,000 aided the financing. 

Within a week, the whole building com 
mittee left for Missouri, lowa and Kansas 
to study similar all-purpose elevators. 

Crops may be brought to the elevator for 
any of three services: to be sold on the spot 
for cash, placed in bonded storage and a 
negotiable warehouse receipt issued against 
them, or put under government loan. 

Closely allied to the seed cleaning equip- 
ment is an improved pasture program. 
Year-round grazing is becoming general 
practice and beef production is forging 
ahead as fast as pastures and financing per- 
mit. A feed grinding and mixing service 
will also encourage cattle and hog produc- 
tion. 

Other parts of the plan going into action 
are: a livestock show, Bang’s eradication 
campaign, corn improvement, forestry proj- 
ects, and better rural roads. 

Since in many ways the agricultural prob- 
lems of the South are more acute and deep- 
rooted than other areas, this vigorous do- 
it-ourselves program is a bold venture to- 
ward building a better tomorrow.—VERNE

(From page 16) in 1946, but it was too 
crowded there for him so he took his 
flock out to Mt. Pleasant, Utah, 
he was raised amongst sheep. 

State road 273 will take us to Mt. 
Victory where DON E. KING has 100 
breeding ewes, all registered Corriedales, 
on his 223 acres. Also Angus and Guero- 
seys. He started with 8 ewes in 1938 that 
cost him $320. I asked Mr. King if his 
family was interested in his purebred 
flock of Corriedales. “Not too much, 
but they go strong for roast leg of lamb 
and lamb chops.” Modern times! 

One time Ret DUPREY got me to talk 
to the Van Wert Rotary Club. I was 
scared stiff, but when he introduced me 
six members got up and said they were 
already regular subscribers to Breeder's 
Gazette! Made me feel right at home-- 
until I remembered that all I had to 
tell them they already knew. Now Rei 
Duprey you may know as a top Aber- 
deen-Angus farmer, but he has 35 head 
of Corriedale ewes too on his 130-acre 
Lincoln Ridge Farm, 2 miles east of 
Van Wert on U.S. 30, south side of 
the road. The mature cows and sheep 
live on the pasture during the entire 
summer, and the hay during the winter. 

Rei started with two Corriedale ewes 
16 years ago @ $40 apiece from J.F. 
Walker's flock. The secret of his suc- 
cess is that he just keeps his best ewe 
lambs. He runs the cows & calves and 
the sheep & lambs all in the same 
pasture field at the same time; ha, the 
Angus cows with calves protect the 
sheep from dogs, very efficiently. Last 
year Rei had a 170% lamb crop, and 
he sells his surplus at $50 to $100 a 
head. The average fleece on 41 sheep 
was 14 Ibs. “Like Angus cattle,” Rei 
says, “my sheep do a lot of my harvest- 
ing for me.” He's not lazy; just smart. 
@ Down here in 
from Brookville and a mile west of 
Fairfield, is a 300-acre general farm 
owned by two brothers where we may 
learn just what it takes to become a 
Corriedale breeder in the cornbelt. These 
two brothers, ALBERT and LAURENCE 
WEHR, started in Corriedales in 1936 
with 4 bred ewes. Then in 1937 they 
bought 8 ewes, in 1938 bought 7 more, 
and in 1941 10 more. Their breeding 
ewes have cost from $40 to $100 a head, 
and rams from $75 to $275. They are 
now up to 130 ewes, which average 14 
Ibs. of wool and one & a third to one 
& a half lambs per ewe. 

Goodness me, we've been all around 
and still have no real sharp picture that 
would do for a cover! Tell you what, 
let's go up to West Lafayette, Ind., get 
John C. Allen and his step ladder in 
the car, and find us a coverpage. John 
says we'd better try Tow Path Farm, 8 
miles west of Logansport, owned by Dr. 
F.W. TERFLINGER and farmed by C.L. 
ReeEpy. It’s on the banks of the Wa 
bash, plumb. Not even a fence between 
the big white house and the river. The 
green grass goes right down to the edge 
too. Right back of the house is a white 
frame barn and two sheep barns, metal 
on wood framing. Back of the barns is 
the swift flowing, waist deep, spring fed 
creek. And the sheep—I20 ewes with 
lambs, and some yearlings. Corriedales! 
Take a look for yourself. It will give 
you an idea of how those dual-purpose 
sheep would look on your farm.
